Obama Sworn In to Second Term 


T did if: In low-key 
ceremony, president 
takes oath of office 


Washington 

President Barack Obama was sworn 
in for four more years Sunday in a 
simple ceremony at the White House, 
embarking on a second-term quest to 
restore a still-shaky economy and com- 
bat terrorists overseas while swearing 
an age-old oath to “preserve, protect 
and defend” the Constitution. 

“I did it,” a smiling president said 
to his daughter Sasha seconds after 
following Chief Justice John Roberts 
in reciting the oath of office. First lady 
Michelle Obama held the Robinson 
family Bible that Obama took the 
oath on. Inauguration officials said 
the Bible was a gift from Michelle’s 
father to her mother in 1958. The 
couple’s other daughter, Malia, was 
among relatives who bore witness. 

The president’s quick ceremony 
was held to satisfy the constitution- 
al requirement that the president’s 
swearing-in take place by noon on 
the Jan. 20 after an election. Obama 
will take the oath a fourth and final 
time Monday, when he and Vice Pres- 
ident Joe Biden will be sworn in on 
the steps of the U.S. Capitol. 

Crowds between 500,000 and 
700,000 were forecast by officials 
Sunday, less than the million-plus 
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As daughters Malia and Sasha look on, President Barack Obama is officially sworn in 
Sunday by Chief Justice John Roberts on a family bible held by first lady Michelle Obama. 



Meanwhile ... 

Vice President Joe Biden began his day early by 
attending Catholic Mass at his official residence at the 
U.S. Naval Observatory a few miles from the White 
House. Justice Sonia Sotomayor, the first Hispanic 
justice and an Obama appointee, administered the 
oath of office. About 120 guests were on hand to 
witness the vice president’s second swearing-in, 
including Attorney General Eric Holder and departing 
Interior Secretary Ken Salazar, (ap) 


On Obama’s Agenda 

President Barack Obama, the 44th 
chief executive, is only the 17th to win re- 
election, and his second-term goals are 
ambitious for a country wheresharp po- 
litical differences have produced grid- 
locked government in recent years. Res- 
toration of the economy to full strength 
and pressing the worldwide campaign 
against terrorists sit atop the agenda. 

He also wants to reduce federal deficits 
and win immigration and gun-control 
legislation from Congress, where Re- 
publicans controlthe House, (ap) 


that thronged to the nation’s capital 
four years ago to witness the inau- 
guration of the first black president 
in American history. 

Republicans lent a touch of bipar- 
tisanship to the weekend. 

“We always want any president to 
succeed, to do well, that means Amer- 
ica does well and Americans do well,” 
Sen. John Barrasso of Wyoming said 
on CNN’s “State of the Union.” 

Before the swearing-in, the pres- 
ident listened from a second-row 
pew at the 175-year-old Metropol- 
itan African Methodist Episcopal 
Church as the Rev. Jonathan V. New- 
man asked God’s blessing for the him 
and his family. “But also prepare him 
for battle ... because sometimes ene- 
mies insist on doing it the hard way,” 
Newman said, david espo (ap)

Teen Fatally Shoots 5 Inside N.M.

Police: Connection to 
2 adults, 3 children 
is not yet known 

Albuquerque, N.M. 

A 15-year-old boy fatally shot two 
adults and three children at a 
home near Albuquerque, author- 
ities said Sunday. 

The teenager was arrested on 
murder and other charges in con- 
nection with the shootings Satur- 
day night in a rural area 10 miles 
southwest of downtown Albuquer- 
que, Bernalillo County sheriffs 
spokesman Aaron Williamson said. 

The boy’s motive and connection 
to the five victims weren’t immedi- 


ately known. Williamson said inves- 
tigators were trying to determine if 
the victims were related. Each vic- 
tim suffered more than one gun- 


shot wound, he said. 

Late Sunday, officials identified 
one of victims as Greg Griego, a 
Fire Department chaplain who also

worked with jail inmates. Metropol- 
itan Detention Center Chief Ramon 
Rustin said Griego volunteered at 
the jail for 13 years and was instru- 
mental in the creation of its chap- 
lain program. 

Investigators also were trying 
to determine who owned several 
guns that were found at the home, 
one of which was a semi-automat- 
ic military-style rifle. 

“You see all this stuff that 
happens all over the country, the 
shootings in the schools and the- 
aters, and then it happens right 
here. It’s sad,” said Peter Gomez, 
a 54-year-old carpenter who said 
he didn’t know anyone who lived 
in the home but lives about 200 
yards away, susan montoya bryan (ap)

More bodies found 
in wake of attack on 
natural-gas complex 

Beirut 

The death toll from the bloody ter- 
rorist siege at a natural-gas plant 
in the Sahara climbed to at least 
81 on Sunday as Algerian forces 
searching the complex for explo- 
sives found dozens more bodies, 
many so badly disfigured they 
could not immediately be identi- 
fied, a security official said. 

Algerian special forces stormed 
the plant Saturday to end the four- 
day siege, moving in to thwart what 
government officials said was a plot 
by Islamist militants to blow up 
the complex and kill all their hos- 
tages with mines sown through- 
out the site. 

The government said after the 
assault that at least 32 extremists 
and 23 hostages were killed. An 
Algerian security official said 25 
more bodies were found by bomb 
squads Sunday. Additionally, a 


wounded Romanian who had been 
evacuated died, raising the death 
toll to at least 81. 

The dead were also known to 
include Americans, but how many 
were killed remained unclear. 

It was unclear whether anyone 
was rescued in the final operation, 
but the number of hostages killed 
Saturday — seven — was how many 
the militants had said that morning 
they still had. 


The Masked Brigade claimed 
responsibility for the attack in 
the name of al- Qaeda, according 
a video the Sahara Media website 
said it had obtained. 

The militants attacked the plant 
Wednesday and took hostages. 
Algerian forces twice assaulted the 
two areas where the hostages were 
being held: first on Thursday, then 
on Saturday. 

In the final assault, militants

killed seven hostages before 11 mil- 
itants were killed, Algeria’s state 
news agency said. 

A total of 685 Algerian and 107 
foreigner workers were freed dur- 
ing the four-day standoff, Algeri- 
an Interior Ministry said in a state- 
ment released Sunday. 

The militants initially said 
the operation was payback for 
French military intervention 
in neighboring Mali, where al- 
Qaeda-linked rebels are on the 
march, but later they said it was 
two months in the planning, 
long before France sent in troops.

Courthouse Set 
On Fire in Egypt

A courthouse went up in flames in 
Egypt’s northern Mediterranean 
city of Alexandria during clashes 
between protesters and riot police 
Sunday, according to witnesses. 

The blaze destroyed part of the 
building, burning some files. 

This was the second-straight day 
of clashes there ahead of the two- 
year anniversary of Egypt’s upris- 
ing that toppled Hosni Mubarak. 

Young men threw rocks at 
police, who responded with tear gas, 
outside the courthouse where six 
senior police officers were on trial 
for the deaths of protesters during 
the nation’s 2011 uprising. Families 
of the deceased remain frustrated 
over the pace of reform, (ap)

Power Struggle for VRE 


Transit officials think 
McDonnell’s bills will 
cut into their authority 


Richmond 

Northern Virginia transit officials 
are scrambling to make their case 
against proposed bills in the Gen- 
eral Assembly that they say would 
undermine long-held local author- 
ity over passenger rail and bus ser- 
vice decisions. 

Some also accused members of 
Republican Gov. Bob McDonnell’s 
administration of using under- 
handed tactics to assure the bills’ 
passage. 

The Virginia Railway Express 
Operations Board passed a resolu- 
tion at its meeting Friday opposing 
SB 1210 and HB 2152, both of which 
are being pushed by McDonnell’s 
administration. The bills would 
hand a governor’s appointee more 
voting power on decisions made 
by VRE and its governing bodies, 
which also control local bus ser- 
vice, among other functions. 

Thelma Drake, the director of 
the state Department of Rail and 
Public Transportation and a mem- 
ber of the VRE board, voted against 
the resolution. 

State officials say that the pro- 
posed law would clarify murky Vir- 
ginia code on the state’s role on the 
governing bodies and also allow 
the state, one of the rail system’s 
biggest funders, to have appro- 
priate say over how those dollars 
are spent. 

But VRE Operations Board 
members, made up of elected lead- 
ers from Northern Virginia local- 
ities, said they were blindsided by

the bills because the McDonnell 
administration could have asked 
for changes by working with them, 
rather than asking for legislation 
through the General Assembly. 

They also said that some leg- 
islators had come away with the 
impression from a recent Senate 
subcommittee hearing that VRE 
was not appropriately cooperat- 
ing with an ongoing FBI inves- 


tigation. A central target in that 
probe, former VRE facilities man- 
ager Kevin Jannell, has been con- 
victed and sentenced for accepting 
bribes to assure a subcontractor 
was retained. 

Stephen Maclsaac, a VRE law- 
yer, said he placed a call to the FBI 
agent in charge of the VRE inves- 
tigation and told her that “the 
impression is VRE is such a rat’s 
nest, they can’t finish their inves- 
tigation. 

“She was shocked,” Maclsaac 
said. “She said ‘you folks have 
been extraordinarily cooperative.’” 
An FBI spokeswoman declined to 
comment. 

Paul Milde, a Stafford County 
supervisor who sits on the board, 
said the state’s tactics “stink.”

Special Farecards 
Almost Sold Out 


SmarTrip cards with 
Obama’s picture are 
being sold for $15 

Washington 

Metro said Sunday that it has near- 
ly sold out of its commemorative 
inaugural SmarTrip cards that 
have a picture of President Barack 
Obama on them. 

The transit agency ordered 

100.000 of the cards and start- 
ed selling them for $15 right after 
the election. 

Only a few thousand of the com- 
memorative cards were still avail- 
able at Metro Center as of 2:30 p.m. 
Sunday. Once those are gone, that’s 
it, Metro officials said. 

In 2009, Metro ordered 200,000 
of the commemorative cards for the 
inauguration but still had 20,000 to 

30.000 left. As of 1:30 p.m. Sunday, 
Metro Center — one of nine loca- 
tions selling the commemorative 
cards — had sold 7,000 in one day. 


For this year’s inauguration, 
Metro is also selling a $14 one-day 
pass that can be used for unlimited 
rides on the train and bus systems. 

But officials are warning rid- 
ers that once they start using the 
one-day pass, it must be used in 
that same day. Some riders have 
reportedly been confused, think- 
ing they could add money to the 
card and use it on multiple days 
of inauguration weekend. 

The transit agency 
ordered 100,000 
of the cards and 
started selling 
them right after 
the election. 


“It’s use it or lose it in the same 
day,” said Dan Stessel, Metro’s chief 
spokesman, of the $14 on the pass. 

Metro has been push- 
ing riders to use SmarTrip 
cards rather than paper cards.

D.C. Taxis to Take Credit Cards 


Washington 

All taxicabs in the District of 
Columbia will be required to accept 
credit cards by March 30. 

The D.C. Taxicab Commission 
announced Friday that it will use 
its regulatory authority to man- 
date upgrades to the remaining 
cash-only cabs that serve the city. 

Requiring cabs to accept cred- 
it cards was a cornerstone of a 
broad package of taxicab-industry 
reforms approved last year. 

But implementing the new so- 
called “smart meters” hit a snag 
because of a flawed contracting 
process. A panel of administra- 
tive law judges ordered the city

to cancel its $35 million contract 
with VeriFone Systems to install 
the meters. 

As a result, the meters will no 


longer be uniform. The taxicab 
commission says cab owners can 
obtain credit-card readers from 
any company that produces them. 

A letter from D.C. Taxicab Com- 
mission Chairman Ron Linton to 
the city procurement office said 
the city’s needs have “significant- 
ly changed” in the past year and 
“no longer merit or require the use 
of a single, integrated, hardware- 
focused meter system.” 

The Taxicab Commission has 
no plans at moment to pay for the 
credit-card readers, Linton said, 
noting that several companies are 
providing equipment free of charge 
and making their profit on trans- 
action fees. (AP/THE WASHINGTON POST)

Next Stop: 
The Mall 


If you’re reading this, chances are you re one 

of the thousands of visitors who are unfamiliar with the city's 
transportation system as you head out in the predawn cold 
to witness President Barack Obama's public swearing-in. 
This guide is here to help, with tips focused on Metro and 
walking, since that's how the majority of the masses will be 

getting to the festivities. (THE Washington post and express) 


Ticket to Ride 

SmarTrip: If you’ve purchased a SmarTrip 
card, good move since you’ll save money. 
Be sure you have enough value on it to 
cover the day’s rides — and the cost of 
parking if you drove to an outer station. 
Paper farecards: Riders using paper fare- 
cards pay a surcharge of $1 each time they 
ride — that’s on top of the price you see 
quoted in that complicated chart on top 
of the fare kiosks. Metro fares are based 
on time of entry and distance traveled, so 
you’ll need to calculate your trip cost be- 
fore you load up your cards. 

At the fare gate: Paper cards go into a slot 
on the front side of the gate, then pop out on 
top. If you bought a SmarTrip card, tap it on 
the circular target that has an image of the 
SmarTrip card on it. You’ll need your cards 
again to exit Metro at your destination. 


After the Charter Bus 
Drop-Off: Now What? 

Walking: Most charter buses are dropping 
off at the RFK parking lot, where you’ll 
face a walk of one to three miles to reach 
inaugural events. 

Buses: The District’s Circulator buses will 
provide transportation from RFK for elder- 
ly, frail and disabled people. The drop-off 
point on Seventh Street SW and Frontage 
Road still is about a half mile from the 
middle of the Mall. 

Metro: The Stadium-Armory Metro station 
on 19th Street SE is very close to RFK. But 
by the time Orange and Blue Line trains 
reach that point, they’ll likely already be 
jammed. Charter buses might, however, 
reach RFK before Metro gets crowded. So 
keep that option in mind before you board 
a Circulator or start walking. 


Made for Walking 

From the south: For the ticketless mass- 
es, L’Enfant Plaza is the best exit for the 
Mall, which means this junction of the 
Blue, Orange, Yellow and Green lines will 
be extremely crowded before the swear- 
ing-in and after the speech. 

From the north: A convenient station on 
the south side of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
the north side of the Mall is Federal Tri- 
angle, on the Blue and Orange lines, but be 
wary: The station is so convenient that it’s 
easily overwhelmed. If that happens, po- 
lice will temporarily close it for safety. 
From way north: Metro Center is very 
convenient to the north side of the parade 
route but very inconvenient for walking to 
the Mall, since you’ll need to make a wide 
swing around the blocked-off parade route 
on Pennsylvania Avenue. A better Red Line 
option to get to the Mall is Farragut North. 


Wireless Warning! — ^ 

Wireless congestion was a big 
problem four years ago. Fewer than 
half as many people are expected 
this time, but they will be armed 
with more powerful devices. 
Companies have set up temporary 
towers and other equipment along 
the Mall to handle the wireless 
traffic. But there could be delays 
and glitches. An AT&T official urged 
people to text whenever they can, 
“save then send" or use Wi-Fi hot 
spots. Texting and tweeting take the 
least bandwidth. Don’t send video, 
we beg of you.

Baseball Reflects Loss 
Of Two Hall of Famers 


Baseball 

One was born in St. Louis, the other 
became a star there. 

Aside from that, Earl Weaver and 
Stan Musial were about as differ- 
ent as two Hall of Famers could be. 

“Talk about your odd couple,” 
said George Vecsey, the longtime 
sports columnist for the New York 
Times who wrote a recent biogra- 
phy of Musial. 

Weaver was a 5 -foot- 6 rabble- 
rouser whose penchant for quar- 
reling with umpires belied a cere- 
bral approach to managing that 
has stood the test of time. Musial 
was a humble slugger with a funky 
batting stance who was beloved by 
Cardinals fans and respected by 
pretty much everyone else. 

Saturday began with news of 
Weaver’s death at age 82, and by the 
end of the night Musial had died, too, 
leaving baseball to reflect on two dis- 
tinguished careers rich in contrasts. 

“Earl was well known for being 
one of the game’s most colorful char- 
acters with a memorable wit, but he 
was also amongst its most loyal,” 
commissioner Bud Selig said. 

Selig later released a statement 
after Musial’s death at age 92. 

“Stan’s life embodies baseball’s 
unparalleled history and why this 
game is the national pastime. As 
remarkable as ‘Stan the Man’ was 
on the field, he was a true gentle- 
man in life,” Selig said.

en-time National League batting 
champion, Musial helped the Cardi- 
nals win three World Series cham- 
pionships in the 1940s. 

Weaver was born in St. Louis, 
but his greatest success came as 
a manager in Baltimore. He took 
the Orioles to the World Series four 
times, winning one title in 1970. 

Never a fan of small-ball strat- 
egies like bunting and stealing 
bases, Weaver preferred to wait 
for a three-run homer. 

“No one managed a ball club 
or pitching staff better than Earl,” 
said Nationals manager Davey 
Johnson, who played under Weav- 
er with the Orioles. 

“He was decades ahead of his 
time,” Johnson said. “Not a game 
goes by that I don’t draw on some- 
thing Earl did or said. I will miss 
him every day.”

Djokovic Escapes Another 
5-Hour Match Down Under 


Tennis 

The opponent was different, the 
match three rounds earlier. Still, 
the result gave Novak Djokovic a 
familiar feeling and another chance 
to rip off his shirt in celebration. 

The Serbian star needed a little 
more than five hours to beat Stan- 
islas Wawrinka 1-6, 7-5, 6 - 4 , 6-7 (5), 
12-10 in a fourth-round match Sun- 
day at the Australian Open, on the 
same court where he needed 5:53 to 
beat Rafael Nadal in last year’s final. 

“I just had flashback of 2012,” 
Djokovic said. “It was maybe 45 
minutes less this match than the 
one 12 months ago, but still it was 
still as exciting. I tried to enjoy the 
moment and couldn’t ask for more. 
What a match point ... unbelievable.” 

He wasn’t exaggerating about 
the match point. On his third 
attempt to end it, his backhand 
cross-court shot zipped past the 
valiant Wawrinka, who, Djokovic 
conceded, had outplayed him for 
most of the night. 

“He came up with great tactics 


today,” Djokovic said. “He didn’t 
give me a lot of the same rhythm 
that I could get into the match. 
He was the one being in charge. I 
was passive.” 

The win was Djokovic’s 18th in 
a row at Melbourne Park after win- 
ning the last two Australian titles 
and advanced him to the quarter- 
finals of his 15th consecutive major 
tournament. 

Wawrinka, who had been 
receiving treatment to his upper leg 
muscles from late in the fourth set, 
said he would take more positives 
than negatives out of the match. 
He led 5-2 in the second set after 
outplaying Djokovic in the first. 

“For sure, I think the best match 
I have ever played,” Wawrinka said. 
“I fought like a dog like always. 
At 4-4 in the final set, I thought I 
might have won the match, but he 
was just better.” 

Djokovic will next play No. 5 
Tomas Berdych, who needed five 
match points in the tiebreaker before 
beating South Africa’s Kevin Ander- 
son 6-3, 6-2, 7-6 (13). dennis passa (ap)

F0X The new, ultraviolent Fox 
9:00 drama “The Following” is 
notable for at least three 
reasons. It marks the return of 
Kevin Bacon to the small screen for 
the first time since he was a young 
soap opera star. It’s the brainchild 
of executive producer Kevin Wil- 
liamson, who created “Dawson’s 
Creek” and wrote “Scream.” And 
it attempts to work literary refer- 
ences into its plots, something you 
don’t confront on every police pro- 
cedural. (When in doubt, blame the 
English majors!) 

Bacon plays ex-FBI agent Ryan 
Hardy, whose fame is based on 
single-handedly capturing serial 
killer Joe Carroll (James Purefoy), 
an esteemed and beloved professor 
of literature with a special interest 
in the lurid and romantic works of 


Edgar Allan Poe. 

Carroll stuck a knife in Hardy’s 
chest before his capture, nicking 
an artery and sending him into 
surgery. Some believe that his 
bad heart and his need to write a 
best-seller about the Carroll case 
caused Hardy to quit the FBI. But 
we learn that a dalliance with the 
killer’s fetching wife, Claire Mat- 
thews (Natalie Zea), had some- 
thing to do with Hardy’s departure. 


We later find out that prison 
bars cannot contain Carroll’s evil 
— he’s created an army of delud- 
ed disciples to carry out his vile 
wishes. Having already written 
one book about Carroll, Hardy is 
reluctantly drawn into the next 
chapter of his macabre story. Is 
he the author, or merely a char- 
acter? That’s the whole point 
of following “The Following.”
